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Continuation of 1 1. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant's arguments do not overcome the prior 
art rejections. Applicant argues that Satoshi's receiver 14 is placed at the center of the nozzles in the same plane as the nozzles contrary to 
the claimed invention. However, Examiner respecfully disagrees with Applicant's arguments. Satoshi in brought in to show the placement of 
the nozzles as its being arranged in equilateral triangular shape (i.e. an alternate way of arranging the nozzles). On the other hand the 
primary reference Suzuki discloses that the receiver is separated from a surface on which the nozzles are arranged (Fig 1 & 2). Further 
more Applicant alrady shows (discloses) in fig 10A-10D different ways of arranging the nozzles. Therefore, arrangement of the nozzles are 
not limitted to only triangular shape, thus making the arengement of the nozzles as being a desgin choose. 

The amendments will not be entered because the scoop of claims that use to depend only on independent claims 1 and 8 would be 
altered. Since, amended independent claims 1 and 8 now includes claims 2 and 9 respectively, claims that use to only depends on the 
limitation of independent claim 1 and 8 would depend on the limitation of independent claim 1 and 8 as well as the limitation of claim 2 and 
9 respectively. 
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
